Several replies. First the 7.5 K @160 watt resistor is part of a 
bleeder/voltage 

divider used to adjust the output of the Collins 20-V3 (plate voltage). The 
inductive condition of the wire coil is not considered. The only 
consideration (good) is the value and the heat dissipation of the part. 


I have found that Ohmite and Cleostat and a couple of other manufactures 
will produce 
what ever is desired in lots of 100 to 500. 


So all that is required is some resistance wire and a local glass/pottery 
shop. As 

far as the connection is concerned between the R-wire and the terminal a 
good mechanical pinch should do the job. 


Will let you know how it comes out.

I would not add bleeder resistors in the unit - it would add unnecessary 
current drain and heat and also increase power supply ripple. 


I would permanently ground that center tap and instead lift the ground 

end of the RF gain control to mute it. You may have to add a fixed 

resistor from this point to ground so you don't exceed the cathode/filament 
breakdown since the lead would tend to climb to b-plus. Just use a high 
enough resistance to mute it.

released, although changes were made to it through at least 1954. If he still 
has some, get this one, as it covers all of the models made (under BC-nnn 
nomenclature). 


I have one extra each of TM 11-850, 06/04/42 @ $19.30, and TM 11-850N, 02/04/43 
@ $20.50. TM 11-850N only covers BC-312-N, NX, BC-314-G, BC-342-N and BC-344-D. 
I have a supplement to 11-850N, dtd 11/28/44, that I can copy @ $4.70. All plus 
UPS. 


I don't try to copy most of the editions of TM 11-850 as they are of the small 
5x8 +/- size that I call "digest", fairly thick, and have glued bindings. The 
only way to do a decent job of it is to destroy the original, and even then, the 
small pages are difficult to handle. No point in paying good money for an 
‘indecent' job! 


The earlier editions (and there are some that I didn't list) do have a few 
little details not in the last one, so if you collect the BC-312 family, they're 
worth having.
